DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed on 01/18/2008, with respect to rejection of claims 3- 
13 and 25 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore following 
rejections has been withdrawn. 

• Rejection of claims 3-7, 9, 1 1 , and 25 as being unpatentable over 
Dwilinski et al (US 2004/0238'810) in view of Anselm et al. (US 6,265,322) 

• Rejection of claim 8 as being unpatentable over Dwilinski et al (US 
2004/0238'810) and Anselm et al. ('322) and further in view of Hong et al. 
(US 6,177,292) 

• Rejection of claim 10 under 35 U.S. C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
Dwilinski et al (US 2004/0238810) and Anselm et al ('322) and further in 
view of Tsutsui et al. (US 6,248,607) 

• Rejection of claims 12-13 under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable 
over Dwilinski et al ('810) and Anselm et al ('322) and further in view of 
Otsuka etal. (US 6,749,819) 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 3-13 and 24-26 are allowable. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest a process of preparing a substrate 
for opto-electric or electrical devices as claimed in claim 3. The closest prior arts of 
record Anselm et al (US 6,265,322), Hong et al. (US 6,177,292), and Tsutsui et al. (US 
6,248,607), and Otsuka et al. (US 6,749,819) fail to teach or suggest a process of 
preparing a substrate comprising the first step of preparing a layer of bulk mono-crystal 
nitride containing at least one element of alkali metals to have a thickness by 
crystallization of gallium or aluminum-containing nitride on a seed from a super-critical 
ammonia-containing solution; also the second step of forming a layer of nitride by 
means of vapor phase epitaxy growth on Al or Ga-polar face of the mono-crystal nitride 
layer formed in first step, and further, the third step of slicing the nitride layers formed in 
second step from the substrate to get a substrate having a thickness of 100 jum or more 
and a main surface substantially consisting of Al or Ga-polar face.
